In the Reign of King Fames the I. his Favourites ſo diſpenſed with the Laws, that 
they ſplit Great Offices into many Fztle ones, to make them more vendible, and erect- 
ed ſo many of them, that upon heavy Complaints made thereof to the King, he iſ- 
fued out his Royal Declarations to put a ſtop thereto. 
In 4nno 13 of His ſaid Majeſties Reign, Sir Robert Fernon Knight, ſold his Office 
of Cofferer, and did ſurrender it into the King's Hands, who granted the ſame Office 
to Sir A. F. to whom Sir Robert had fold it ; and Sir A. was by the King's appoint- ,, .. 
ment admitted and ſworn Cofferer, and afterward upon complaint thereof it was re- Go. Fujt. 
ſolved by Sir Thomas __ Lord Chancellor, the Chief-Fuftice, and others to whom 234 
the King referred the ſame, That the Office was void, and that Sir A. was diſabled to 
bold the ſame, and that no non obſtante could diſpenſe with the ſaid Laws : Whereupon 
Sir Marmaduke Darrell was by the King's Command ſworn Cofferer. And the ſaid 
Lord Chief Juſtice Cook ſaith, That the Stat 12 Rich. Il. is 2 Law worthy to be [bja: 
written in Golden Letters; but more worthy to be put in due Execution; for ——_ never 
ſhall Fuſtice be duely adminiftred, but when Officers and Mznifers of Fuſtice come to their 
Places #n ſuch manner as by Law ts required. 
I pray Conſider, Your King, Your Country, Your Religion, Liberty, and Pro- 
perty, cannot be ſecure while Offices, Civil and Military, may be bought or Sold ; 
for the Jeſuits being very rich, never let Perſons fit for their Purpoſes, want Mo- 
ney to purchaſe. And ſuch as buye Offices with their own Money in the Army, 
will ( when any brisk Aion by accident happens to be done) be apt to rob Soul- 
diers of the Booty or Boon, and never fight but when they cannot well avoid it. 
And ſuch as purchaſe Civil Offices, will be apt to do mean and baſe things, to re- 
. imburſe themſelves. And their undue Practiſes will ſo diſcontent and ripen the 
People for Rebellion, that his Majeſty, and his Loving Subjects, will be at continu- 
al Trouble and Charge to Diſcover and Apprehend Plotters and Conſpirators.
